Showing  Others  That  Asians  Care

A  fight  between  two  professional  hockey  play¬ 
ers  in  a  game  is  common  and  accepted  in  society. 
Fighting  between  two  people  over  cultural  differ¬ 
ences  on  the  street  is  not  acceptable.  What  is  the 
difference  between  the  two?  One  may  begin  as 
sport  and  the  other  may  start  with  prejudice,  but 
the  result  is  the  same,  violence.  Violence  is 
everywhere,  whether  we  are  aware  of  it  or  not. 
Anti-Asian  violence  is  a  growing  problem  in  soci¬ 
ety  today.  Communication,  education,  and  get¬ 
ting  involved  with  society  will  decrease  or  per¬ 
haps  prevent  anti-Asian  violence. 

First,  lack  of  communication  is  an  important 
factor  in  anti-Asian  violence.  In  general,  people 
have  problems  communicating  with  each  other. 
When  this  happens,  misunder standing  occurs, 
and  this  can  lead  to  violence.  For  example,  a  per¬ 
son  may  say  or  write  something  unclearly.  Then 
the  other  person  may  misinterpret  the  situation. 
One  time  at  my  high  school  a  person  hung  a  sign 
that  read  “Black  Unity.”  This  caused  a  conflict; 
and  a  fight  broke  out,  which  led  to  worse  vio¬ 
lence.  I  would  like  other  people  to  be  aware  of 
this  growing  problem.  I  also  think  that  television 
has  much  to  do  with  violence.  During  some  pro¬ 
grams  on  television,  children  may  see  violence  as 
the  only  way  to  resolve  conflicts.  This  teaches 
them  the  wrong  way  to  solve  problems  at  an 
early  age. 

Second,  education  is  an  important  part  of  pre¬ 
venting  violence.  Educating  others  about  cultures 

and  traditions  is  the  first  step  in  accepting  each 
other.  The  understanding  of  cultures  and  tradi¬ 
tions  explains  why  we  do  certain  things.  Our  cul¬ 
tural  differences  are  often  misunderstood  and 


cause  others  to  take  offense.  Talking  about  my 
culture  will  show  how  Asians  sometimes  think 
about  situations  differently.  I  think  if  we  are 
educated,  not  only  by  books,  but  also  by  seeing 
the  world  with  an  open  mind,  we  will  understand 
why  things  are  done,  and  see  people  with  differ¬ 
ent  colored  skin  simply  as  human  beings.  I  can 
be  a  role  model  to  younger  kids  by  explaining  to 
them  about  violence  and  how  it  is  not  a  solution. 

I  would  like  to  explain  to  children  that  the  people 
who  create  violence  on  television  are  only  actors 
and  actresses  who  provide  entertainment.  They 
are  not  portraying  solutions  to  our  everyday 
problems.  I  would  like  to  talk  to  my  peers  about 
my  feelings,  how  I  feel  when  people  judge  me  by 
my  skin  and  not  by  my  personality  and  charac¬ 
ter.  I  am  often  crushed  and  hurt  when  I  hear 
negative  words  that  describe  my  Asian  appear¬ 
ance.  This  is  what  I  want  others  to  know;  I  have 
feelings  too.  I  am  sure  if  my  peers  were  in  my 
shoes  for  one  day,  they  would  imderstand  what  it 
is  like  to  have  a  different  “color.” 

Finally  I  believe  that  getting  involved  with 
society  will  help  prevent  or  decrease  anti-Asian 
violence.  Before  the  topic  of  this  paper  came  out, 

I  had  already  gotten  involved  with  society  and 
shown  an  attitude  of  wanting  to  decrease  anti- 
Asian  violence.  Last  year  I  joined  the  American 
Field  Service  (AFS)  club,  and  I  am  now  AFS 
president  at  my  school.  I  learn  about  many  dif¬ 
ferent  cultures  when  I  meet  foreign  exchange 
students.  I  learn  about  the  students  and  their 
lifestyle  while  they  learn  about  me  and  my  way 
of  life.  I  was  at  the  Salvation  Army  to  take  part 
in  a  project  called  Toys  for  Tots.  I  helped  the 
unfortunate  pick  out  toys  and  gifts  for  their  chil¬ 
dren  at  home.  I  have  demonstrated  that  there 
are  Asians  who  do  go  out  and  help  others  I  hope 
I  have  changed  the  minds  of  others  who  do  not 
like  Asians  by  showing  that  we  do  care  and 
would  like  to  change  the  way  others  think  about 
us  to  a  more  positive  view.  I  urge  everyone  to 
help  out,  because  one  person  can  not  do  all  the 


work  of  representing  all  Asians.  Every  Asian 
needs  to  help  and  show  more  people  that  we  do 
care  about  society  and  want  to  give  something 
back  to  our  community. 

I  have  more  ideas  about  getting  involved  with 
society  today.  For  example,  I  would  like  to  speak 
to  my  town  about  anti- Asian  violence,  prejudice, 
and  racism.  I  would  also  like  to  share  my 
younger  years  at  school  and  the  prejudices  my 
fellow  classmates  had  about  me.  I  remember 
there  was  a  classmate  who  always  picked  on  me 
because  of  my  appearance.  During  recess  one 
day,  she  started  to  grab  my  neck  and  try  to  hurt 
me.  My  friends  told  the  teacher  and  the  girl  ran 
away.  I  would  like  to  be  a  role  model  for  younger 
students  experiencing  this  same  problem.  I 
think  this  will  open  minds  as  well  as  eyes  to  see 
the  world  as  a  whole,  not  in  fractions  or  parts. 
Getting  involved  with  people  will  show  others 
that  there  are  ways  to  solve  problems  by  talking, 
not  fighting.  Talking  to  people  who  dislike  others 
is  a  challenge,  mainly  because  they  find  hate 
within  themselves  and  try  to  take  it  out  on  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  not  like  them  or  look  differently  from 
them.  Violence  within  a  community  can  be 
decreased  if  everyone  comes  together  and  help 
each  other  out.  I  would  like  to  set  up  a  support 
group  of  teenagers  or  yoimger  students  who  have 
experienced  cultural  bias  and  volunteer  in  our 
community  to  be  a  positive  influence  in  our  soci¬ 
ety.  I  believe  that  getting  involved  with  the  soci¬ 
ety  is  a  vital  ingredient  for  decreasing  violence. 

To  me,  communication,  education,  and  getting 
involved  with  the  society  will  decrease  -  perhaps 
even  prevent  -  anti-Asian  violence.  Anti-Asian 
violence  is  a  growing  problem  in  society  today.  A 
person  can  always  talk  about  what  he  or  she  can 
do  to  decrease  the  violence,  but  talking  about  it 
and  doing  it  are  two  different  things.  I  believe 
my  involvement  will  help  and  will  lessen  preju¬ 
dice  in  our  society.

Making  the  Rounds  for  the  Union 


(Helen  Jue  is  assistant  manager  in  the  local 
office  of  the  Union  of  Needletrades,  Industrial  and 
Textile  Employees  AFL-CIO-CLC.  She  has  been 
working  in  the  garment  industry  as  a  stitcher  and 
a  union  agent  for  more  than  30  years.  She  spoke  in 
her  office  on  Harrison  Avenue  in  Chinatown. 
Helen  was  the  first  Chinese  union  agent  to  be  hired 
by  the  Boston  office.  This  is  one  in  a  series  of  tape- 
recorded  stories  about  life  in  the  Asian  communi¬ 
ty.) 

I  was  bom  in  China,  not  too  far  from 
Canton.  In  1949  I  went  from  China 
to  Toronto,  Canada  ,  and  in  1958  I 
came  to  Boston.  After  I  married  my  hus¬ 
band  we  lived  on  Oak  Street  in 
Chinatown.  Eleven  years  later  we 
bought  a  house  and  moved  to  Brighton, 
and  11  years  after  that  we  moved  to 
Newton.  My  husband  was  half-owner  of 
a  restaurant. 

Six  months  after  I  was  married,  I 
went  with  my  landlady  to  learn  how  to 
stitch  right  here  on  Stuart  Street, 
though  about  a  year  and  a  half  later  I 
had  to  quit  the  job  when  my  first  child 
was  born.  I  didn't  work  again  until  my 
youngest  son  went  to  kindergarten.  At 
that  time,  my  sister-in-law  came  from 
Canada  to  five  in  my  house  and  take 
care  of  my  children,  so  I  was  able  to  go 
out  to  work  again.  I  started  over  on 
Kneeland  Street,  over  here  on  the  cor¬ 
ner.  It  was  1967.  I  would  go  to  work  in 
the  morning  and  leave  at  2  o’clock.  When  my  sis¬ 
ter-in-law  left.  I  continued  to  work  part-time  but 
I  had  to  be  home  to  take  the  children  to  school  in 
the  morning  I  came  in  about  9:30  or  10  o'clock  and 
made  sure  I'd  be  home  at  2  o'clock  to  pick  up  the 
children. 

In  the  beginning  I  made  skirts  and  later  I  made 
jackets.  I  made  the  whole  garment.  I  did  plain 
stitching  on  a  single-needle  machine,  and  I  liked 
the  work.  I  had  friends  who  worked  there,  and  we 
had  fun  together.  The  boss  never  bothered  us.  We 
had  to  keep  out  mind  on  our  work  but  we  knew 
what  to  do,  so  we  could  talk  to  each  other  while  we 
worked.  We  talked  about  all  kinds  of  things.  We 
were  just  friends  and  talked.  After  work  we’d  go 
shopping  together.  Most  of  the  people  I  worked 
with  were  Chinese,  but  there  were  also  Italians, 
Spanish,  all  kinds  of  people.  I  talked  to  everybody. 

When  I  worked  for  Kneeland  Skirt,  the  boss 
there  asked  me  if  I  wanted  to  be  a  floor  lady.  I 
said,  ‘Okay  I  can  help  you  out  temporarily.’  But  I 
ended  up  helping  him  out  six  or  seven  years. 
Eventually  I  didn’t  want  that  job  anymore,  so  I 
quit  and  found  a  different  job.  When  my  youngest 
son  was  14  years  old,  the  union  sent  somebody  out 
to  look  for  me.  It  was  1981  and  the  union  needed 
a  Chinese  agent.  Why  did  they  pick  me?  That’s 
what  I  want  to  know.  They  said  because  I  always 
helped  out  the  union  people  -  the  agents  -  when 
they  came  into  the  shop.  They  were  doing  what  I 
do  now.  They  came  into  the  shop  to  talk  with  the 
workers.  Most  of  our  [  Chinese]  people  have  a  lit¬ 
tle  problem  with  the  language,  so  when  the  union 
people  came  up  I  would  have  to  translate  for  them. 
They  never  had  a  Chinese  agent  working  here 
before  they  hired  me.  I  guess  I  always  helped 
them  out.  They  came  looking  for  me  and  asked  me 
if  I  would  work  for  the  union.  I  turned  the  job 
down.  I  was  interviewed  three  times,  and  each 
time  he  said,  "Your  children  are  old  enough;  you 
can  work  a  steady  job  now.  You  go  home  and  think 
about  it.’  Two  weeks  later  they  called  me  in  again, 
but  I  still  didn’t  want  the  job.  I  was  still  going 
home  at  2  or  2:30  in  the  afternoon.  I  didn’t  want  to 
work  long  hours.  He  said.  ‘You  go  home  and  talk 
to  your  family.  Maybe  you’ll  change  your  mind.’ 
One  week  later  the  agent  called  me  again.  ‘Our 
boss  wants  to  see  you,’  he  said.  So  I  went  upstairs 
to  the  eighth  floor.  He  said.  ‘Look,  I  know  you 
don’t  want  the  job.  but  we  need  help.  We  got  lots 
of  Chinese  in  the  garment  shop.  Don  t  }’ou  want  to 
help  your  people‘>’  That’s  what  he  said  And  that’s 
when  he  got  me.  So  I  said,  ‘Well,  all  right,  if  you 
put  it  that  way.  Because  our  people  -  the  Chinese 
people  -  need  help,  and  I'm  going  to  try.  But 
remember,  if  I  don't  like  it  I  won  t  stay.  That  was 
1981.  Early  March  I  told  him,  ‘Okay,  if  I  don’t 
like  it,  don’t  make  me  stay.’  He  said,  I  promise 
you.’  So  I 


as  a  business  agent  before. 

In  the  first  four  weeks,  I  can  tell  you,  I  wanted 
to  quit.  Because  I  had  never  gone  to  work  so  early. 
That  boss  required  us  to  be  here  at  quarter  to 
nine.  When  I  was  stitching  I  went  to  the  shop  at 
9:30  or  10  o’clock  and  left  at  2:00  o’clock  or  2:30. 
But  now  it  was  9  to  5.  I  told  him,  ‘I  don’t  like  it.’ 
Somebody  working  for  the  union  -  his  name  was 
Sam  and  he  was  very  nice  -  said,  “Helen,  try 


restaurants  in 


on  Ike  floor  of  Bouton  Sportsuear  in  Chinatown 
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again.’  I  said.  ‘I  don’t  want  this  job  anymore.’  He 
said,  You  can  try  Come  on,  when  anybody  starts 
a  new  job  it’s  hard  ’  So  I  tried  it  and  I  tried  it  and 
later  I  came  to  like  it.  because  I  like  to  help  peo 
pie.  I  realized  that  a  lot  of  Chinese  people  out 
there  needed  help. 

My  job  is  to  do  all  kind  of  things  to  serve  the 
shop.  Every  week  I  make  sure  I  go  to  every  shop  to 
talk  to  the  people;  I  talk  to  everybody,  including 
the  boss.  If  they  need  help  I  help  them.  Everyday 
I  spend  half  the  day  outside.  Sometimes  if  I  need 
to  stay  out  longer  I  stay  out  there.  I  talk  to  people 
in  a  friendly  way.  I  say,  ‘How  are  you?  Is  every¬ 
thing  okay?  If  someone  says,  ‘Helen,  I  need  your 
help  with  my  Blue  Cross.’  I  say,  ‘Fine,  what  do 
you  want  to  know?’  If  they  say,  ‘Can  you  explain  to 
me  what’s  covered?’  I  do  my  best  to  help  them.  At 
one  o’clock  I  come  back  to  the  office.  If  anyone 
comes  to  the  office  with  a  question  and  they  need 
help  I  will  try  to  help  them.  Mostly  the  Chinese 
workers  look  for  me.  If  there’s  something  they 
don’t  know  about  the  union  -  like  why  they  have  to 
pay  this  bill  -  they  ask  me. 

Today  I  went  to  East  Boston  because  I  needed  to 
talk  to  the  boss  at  one  of  my  shops.  Normally  if 
somebody  is  unhappy  with  the  boss  they  will  call 
me  and  I’ll  go  over  there.  Today  I  was  in  East 
Boston  until  ahnost  11  o’clock.  I  talked  to  the  peo¬ 
ple  and  I  talked  to  the  boss.  There  was  a  problem 
over  the  price  the  workers  were  being  paid  for 
each  garment.  I  wanted  to  make  sure  the  price 
was  right  for  the  stitchers.  That’s  my  job.  I’m 
friendly  with  everybody.  I  talk  to  them  nicely.  I 
don’t  scream,  but  if  I  need  to  scream  I  scream.  In 
the  last  couple  of  weeks,  I  had  to  go  to  every  shop 
to  translate  the  new  health  insurance  plan  for  the 
Chinese  stitchers.  I  make  sure  they  understand. 
I’ve  been  doing  this  for  over  16  years. 

The  garment  industry  has  changed  a  lot  over 
the  years.  When  I  started  with  the  union, 
most  of  the  shops  were  in  this  area  -  on 
Essex  Street,  on  Harrison  Avenue,  and  on 
Kneeland  Street.  All  those  streets  had  garment 
shops,  but  it  has  changed  a  lot.  New  England 
Medical  Center  bought  some  of  those  building  and 
the  garment  shops  had  to  move  out.  When  I  start¬ 
ed,  the  union  had  72  shops.  Right  now  we’ve  got 
about  18.  At  that  time,  garments  were  manufac¬ 
tured  in  this  coimtry,  but  now  it’s  cheaper  to  make 
clothing  outside  the  US,  though  they’re  not  really 
selling  it  cheaper  in  this  coimtry.  They  charge  the 
same  price  but  they  make  it  overseas  very  very 
cheap  When  I  started  working  there  were  maybe 
3000  or  4000  garment  workers,  but  now  we  got 
about  1000.  Some  workers  have  gone  to  non¬ 
union  shops  or  looked  for  different  kinds  of  jobs. 
Some  of  the  garment  workers  found  jobs  in  food 


here,  there  were  not  that  many 
Chinatown;  now  they  have  more. 

Some  new  people  come  looking  for  garment  jobs, 
but  not  a  lot.  Right  now  it’s  bad  because  there  are 
a  lot  of  non-union  shops  out  there.  Sweat-shops. 
Some  of  the  non-union  shops  are  in  Chinatown. 
The  non-union  shops  don’t  pay  more  and  they 
have  no  benefits.  We  have  benefits.  I  think  I  know 
why  they  want  to  work  in  the  non-union  shops. 

Some  young  immigrants  come  here 
and  they  don’t  have  that  much  money. 
They  know  they  can  get  free  health 
care  out  there  if  they  say  they  are  low 
income.  The  husband  is  working  in  a 
restaurant,  and  they  claim  they  are 
low-income.  If  they  are  sick  they  can 
go  to  the  hospital  and  get  free  care. 
That’s  what  I  hear. 

The  union  shop  pays  more  money; 
we  have  an  increase  every  }7ear,  but  I 
heard  the  non  union  shops  pay  them 
imder  the  table.  They  pay  cash.  Near 
here  there  are  at  least  a  half  dozen 
non-union  shops.  There’s  one  on 
Kingston  Street.  I  think  we  tried  to 
unionize  the  shops  but  it’s  very  hard. 
The  owners  don’t  want  to  come  in  the 
union  because  they  have  to  pay  the 
people  benefits.  In  the  non-imion 
shops,  they  get  no  health  care  and 
they  work  long  hours,  but  in  our  union 
shop,  they  only  work  seven  to  eight 
hours.  These  non-union  people  work 
all  da}7;  they  come  in  at  6  o’clock  in  the 
morning  and  go  home  at  11  o’clock  at  night  They 
work  long  long  hours  -  that’s  why  we  call  them 
sweat  shops. 

Our  union  benefits  are  very  good.  Right  now  we 
have  new  insurance  called  HMO  Blue.  It's  good 
because  you  only  pay  $10  when  .you  go  to  see  the 
doctor.  You  don’t  see  any  bill.  Some  people  have 
heard  about  the  plan  and  they’re  coming  back. 
The  union  spends  lots  of  money  on  benefits.  We 
have  vacation  pay  and  benefits  for  people  who  are 
too  sick  to  go  to  work.  You  get  $75  a  week  for  the 
first  four  weeks  and  $95  after  that.  You  can  get 
eyeglasses  every  two  years.  You  can  get  retire¬ 
ment.  You  can  retire  at  62  or  65  and  get  a  pension. 
A  worker  who  retires  at  65  after  20  years  of  work 
gets  $2000  a  month.  You  also  get  12  paid  holidays 
and  life  insurance.  If  a  person  suddenly  dies  the 
family  gets  $12,000.  We  have  all  kind  of  benefits. 

Some  of  the  yotmger  people  still  go  to  the  gar¬ 
ment  shops  to  look  for  work,  but  some  look  else¬ 
where.  Some  of  them  go  to  a  training  school,  and 
the  school  will  find  them  a  job.  Garment  shops 
still  have  low  pay  compared  to  many  other  jobs. 

We  had  one  new  union  shop  open  last  year  on 
the  fifth  floor  of  this  building.  But  we  have  also 
lost  a  couple  of  big  shops.  A  big  shop  of  mine  closed 
because  it  couldn’t  compete  with  overseas  shops. 
They  didn’t  have  that  much  work  so  they  had  to 
close.  But  there  are  still  some  new  union  members 
coming  in.  Some  of  the  new  immigrants  don’t 
imderstand  anything  about  the  union.  Some  learn 
about  the  union  shops  from  friends  and  come  in 
looking  for  work.  If  I  know  new  immigrants  who 
are  looking  for  a  job  I’ll  ask  them  if  they  want  to 
look  for  a  garment  stitchers  job.  I’ll  tell  them 
about  the  union  benefits.  ‘If  the  boss  wants  to  fire 
you,’  I  say,  ‘they  cannot  just  fire  you;  they’ve  got 
to  give  you  a  second  chance;  the  union  wants  to 
make  sure  you  get  a  second  chance.  That’s  my  job.’ 

My  life  hasn’t  been  a  bad  life.  I  lost  my  son,  and 
that  was  a  really  sad  time.  He  was  sick  and  he 
died  of  cancer.  Except  for  that  everything  else  has 
been  good.  My  family  is  good.  I  think  right  now  it’s 
easier  for  immigrants.  It’s  much  different  from 
what  it  was  when  I  first  came  here;  there  are 
more  people,  more  Chinese;  you  can  make  friends 
more  easily,  though  it  wasn’t  really  hard  for  me  to 
make  friends  in  the  old  days  either. 

I’m  going  to  retire  soon.  My  daughter  is  married 
and  I  have  grandchildren.  I  take  care  of  a  baby 
two  or  three  times  a  week.  They’ll  have  to  train 
somebody  to  take  my  place.  Maybe  I’ll  retire  in  a 
couple  of  years.  Warren  (Pepicelli)  says  no,  I  can’t 
retire;  he  says,  ‘Maybe  in  10  years’  When  I  walk 
out  there  at  3  or  4  o’clock  a  lot  of  people  know  me 
They  say  hello  to  me.  It’s  all  those  years  I’ve  been 
here.

The  Massachusetts  Appeals  Court  last  month 
affirmed  a  Superior  Court  ruling  that  the 
Asian  American  Civic  Association  (AACA) 
does  not  have  the  right  to  occupy  in  perpetuity 
space  in  the  Old  Quincy  School  building  at  90 
Tyler  Street.  The  court  has  again  ruled  that  the 
deed  conveying  the  building  from  the  City  of 
Boston  to  the  Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent 
Association  (CCBA)  for  $1  in  1983  gives  CCBA 
sole  ownership  of  the  building  and  the  right  to 
evict  AACA  from  the  premises. 

Although  the  deed  specifies  that  CCBA  “agrees 
to  devote  the  property  to  the  uses  specified  in  its 
proposal  for  the  purchase  of  the  property”  -  which 
notes  that  AACA  will  be  using  much  of  the  space  - 
the  three-judge  panel  ruled  that  the  right  to 
remain  in  the  building  was  not  stated  explicitly  in 
the  lease. 

“The  problem  with  the  court  is  that  they  cannot 
distinguish  between  AACA  and  CCBA,”  said 
AACA  executive  director  Chau-Ming  Lee,  who 
added  that  “CCBA  does  not  provide  services  to  the 
community”  while  AACA  serves  thousands  of 
clients  a  year. 

The  ruling  last  month  by  the  judges  appears  to 
bring  to  a  close  a  long-running  dispute  between 
two  of  Chinatown’s  most  prominent  community 
organizations.  While  CCBA  has  served  as  an 
umbrella  organization  for  Chinese  community 
organizations,  family  associations,  and  the  restau¬ 
rant  industry  for  almost  80  years,  AACA  is  the 
main  provider  of  social  and  educational  services  to 
the  Asian  immigrant  community.  AACA  operates 
a  Multi-Service  Center,  publishes  this  newspaper, 
the  Sampan,  and  operates  an  extensive  ESL  and 
skills  training  program  for  new  immigrants. 
CCBA  does  not  provide  educational  or  skills  train¬ 
ing  services  for  the  Asian  community. 

The  long  dispute  between  the  two  Chinatown 
organizations  has  its  origins  in  early  disputes  over 
the  amount  of  rent  AACA  paid  CCBA  under  its 
first  three-year  lease  in  the  early  1980s.  While 
CCBA  accused  AACA  of  falling  behind  in  its  rent 
and  owing  it  money,  AACA  claimed  that  it  was 
being  overcharged  by  CCBA  and  that  the  building 
was  not  being  maintained  properly. 

From  the  start,  AACA  had  also  been  seeking  a 
long-term  lease  for  the  space  at  90  Tyler  St.,  but 
CCBA  would  only  initially  agree  to  a  three-year 
lease  and  more  recently  to  a  five-year  lease.  In 
contrast,  CCBA  gave  the  88  Supermarket  a  20- 
year  lease  on  the  SCM  building  at  50  Herald 
Street,  which  had  been  given  to  CCBA  on  behalf  of 
the  Chinatown  community  for  housing.  The  build¬ 
ing  had  been  given  to  Chinatown  as  a  community 
benefit  by  the  New  England  Medical  Center  and 
Tufts  University  in  return  for  community  support 
of  a  building  project. 

After  years  of  squabbling  over  the  rent  arrear¬ 
age  and  overcharging  issues,  CCBA,  under  then- 
President  Paul  Wong,  served  AACA  with  a  notice 
in  1992  to  quit  the  building.  In  response,  AACA 
filed  a  suit  in  Superior  Court  -  a  declaratory  judg¬ 
ment  action  -  against  CCBA  claiming  that  it  had 
the  right  to  occupy  90  Tyler  Street  and  that  CCBA 
had  been  overcharging  the  organization.  A  superi¬ 
or  court  judge  eventually  ruled  against  AACA, 
whose  appeal  was  also  rejected  last  week. 

In  the  course  of  pursuing  the  case,  AACA  has 
sought  clarification  from  the  city  regarding  its 
intentions  at  the  time  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  gave  the  building  to  CCBA  for  $1. 
But  city  officials,  including  Mayor  Raymond  Flynn 
and  Mayor  Thomas  Menino,  apparently  made  lit¬ 
tle  effort  to  help  clarify  the  situation.  The  same 
holds  true  for  members  of  the  Asian  community 
with  influence  at  City  Hall,  such  as  Frank  Chin, 
Bill  Chin,  Nancy  Lo,  and  Paul  Chan.  What  was  at 
issue,  said  Lee,  was  “the  intention  of  the  city”  at 
the  time  it  sold  the  building  to  CCBA. 

That  intention  is  clearly  spelled  out  in  a  1983 
letter  from  then- CCBA  President  Bill  Chin,  which 
states,  among  other  things,  that  “the  Chinese 
American  Civic  Association  (now  AACA)  will  occu¬ 
py  the  front  section  of  the  first  floor  of  the  main 


building”  as  well  as  classrooms.  The  city’s  inten¬ 
tion  was  more  recently  confirmed  in  a  1995  letter 
from  the  director  of  the  city’s  Public  Facilities 
Department,  Charles  Grisby,  to  then- CCBA 
President  Reginald  Wong.  In  the  letter,  Grisby 
states  that  “part  of  the  consideration  for  the  sale 
of  the  school  was  an  agreement  from  the  CCBA  to 
utilize  the  property  in  accordance  with  the  pro¬ 
posal  submitted  to  the  City  to  purchase  the  prop¬ 
erty.  That  proposal  very  specifically  contained  a 
commitment  from  the  CCBA  to  devote  a  portion  of 
the  building  for  occupancy  by  the  Chinese 
American  Civic  Association  (  now  AACA).” 

The  judges  ruling  on 
the  recent  appeal,  how¬ 
ever,  did  not  take  such 
testimony  into  account 
but  judged  the  case 
solely  on  the  wording  of 
the  deed.  They  contend 
that  AACA’s  right  to 
occupy  the  building  in 
perpetuity  is  not  explic¬ 
itly  noted  in  the  deed  to 
the  building.  While  the 
proposal  letter  is  noted, 
the  court  ruled  that 
that  alone  does  not  give 
AACA  the  right  to  occu¬ 
py  the  site.  AACA 
board  member  Edmund 
Crotty,  however, 

emphasized  this  week 
that  the  Quincy  School 
building  was  originally 
public  property  and 
that  the  city  has  an 
interest  in  ensuring 
that  it  continues  to  be 
used  for  its  intended 
pub  he  purpose  of  pro¬ 
viding  social  services 
to  the  community. 

AACA’s  Future 

Although  Chau-Ming  Lee  suggested  last  week 
that  AACA  would  again  appeal  the  decision  to  the 
state  Supreme  Court,  he  appeared  to  hold  out  fit- 
tie  hope  that  such  an  appeal  would  be  successful. 

He  said  AACA  has  already  begun  to  look  for  new 
space  to  purchase  or  rent  in  the  Chinatown  area. 
He  said  the  agency  has  looked  at  five  sites  in  the 
area  and  suggested  that  it  may  have  to  find  a 
place  within  60  to  90  days.  While  Lee  said  “there’s 
an  urgency  on  our  side,”  he  suggested  that  a  new 
site  for  the  agency  could  be  found.  “We  feel  confi¬ 
dent  we  will  have  some  place  to  go,”  he  said. 

CCBA  President  Wilson  Lee  suggested  last 
week  that  CCBA  would  not  order  AACA  out  of  the 
building  and  onto  the  street,  though  he  said  he 
believed  it  would  be  “better  in  the  long  run  for  the 
two  groups  to  separate,”  given  their  bitter  history. 
He  said  he  hadn’t  any  ill  feelings  toward  AACA  or 
its  director,  and  would  be  willing  to  help  the  orga¬ 
nization  raise  money  to  finance  a  new  site  for  the 
agency. 

Wilson  Lee  said  he  had  sought  to  reach  a  nego¬ 
tiated  settlement  with  AACA  but  was  told  by 
CCBA  board  members  that  the  eviction  action  had 
already  been  voted  on  by  the  board  and  could  not 
be  rescinded.  “At  that  point  my  hands  were  basi¬ 
cally  tied,”  he  said.  ‘1  have  to  follow  the  resolution 
that  was  passed.” 

‘1  think  it  was  always  the  contention  of  CCBA 
that  we  own  the  building  and  it  would  be  used  for 
community  purposes,”  said  Lee,  who  added  that 
similar  conflicts  could  be  avoided  in  the  future  if 
the  details  of  all  agreements  are  clearly  spelled 
out  in  writing  and  “a  spirit  of  cooperation”  exists 
between  the  collaborating  groups. 

The  Problem  With  Community  Benefits 

Unfortunately,  however,  the  history  of  the 
Quincy  School  building  as  a  Community  Center 
exhibited  few  instances  of  cooperation  or  commu¬ 
nity  spirit.  In  fact,  the  debacle  exhibited  many  of 
the  characteristics  all  too  common  in  Chinatown, 
where  competing  community  organizations  tend 


to  habitually  argue  and  speak  critically  of  each 
other. 

The  recent  long-standing  dispute  between  the 
two  groups  also  points  to  a  major  flaw  in  the  way 
so-called  Chinatown  community  benefits  are 
brought  into  the  community  as  well  as  the  overt 
and  covert  feuding  that  goes  on  between 
Chinatown  organizations  and  the  effect  it  has  on 
the  delivery  of  important  community  services.  Too 
often  in  the  past,  community  benefits  have  ended 
up  under  the  control  of  CCBA,  largely  because  city 
officials  and  local  medical  institutions  intent  on 
pacifying  the  Chinatown  community  always  seek 
the  route  of  least  resistance  in 
solving  problems.  They  do  this 
by  dealing  with  a  limited  pool  of 
community  organizations  and 
leaders,  especially  when  it’s 
time  to  distribute  community 
benefits.  In  the  past  those  peo¬ 
ple  tended  to  be  associated  with 
CCBA,  though  that  appears  to 
be  changing  now  because  of  the 
abuses  that  have  come  to  fight 
over  the  last  few  years. 

In  the  past,  major  benefits 
such  as  the  Old  Quincy  School 
building  and  the  SCM  building 
at  50  Herald  Street  have  been 
given  to  the  CCBA  on  behalf  of 
the  community  because  of  its 
status  as  Chinatown’s  oldest 
community  organization  and  its 
political  connections.  Once 
CCBA  has  received  the  proper¬ 
ty,  however,  it  has  tended  to  use 
it  as  it  -  rather  than  “the  com¬ 
munity”  -  sees  fit.  Moreover, 
there  have  been  few  community 
mechanisms  in  place  to  ensure 
that  CCBA  remains  accountable 
for  how  it  uses  community 
money. 

For  example,  although  the  SCM  building  was 
given  to  CCBA  to  be  used  to  create  new  housing, 
CCBA  for  a  number  of  years  used  rental  money 
from  the  building  to  cover  its  own  expenses.  The 
money  has  never  been  paid  back  to  the  communi¬ 
ty,  though  Wilson  Lee  claimed  last  week  that  a 
fund-raising  effort  is  being  planned  to  replace  the 
funds. 

Questions  can  also  be  raised  about  the  way 
CCBA  has  handled  the  Old  Quincy  School  build¬ 
ing.  A  letter  from  Bill  Chin  outlining  CCBA’s 
plans  to  use  the  building  as  a  “Chinatown 
Community  Center”  clearly  include  as  a  major 
selling  point  the  fact  that  the  building  would 
again  be  used  as  a  school  and  social  service  center 
by  AACA.  Since  CCBA  itself  provides  no  services 
and  would  find  itself  hard-pressed  to  justify 
receiving  such  a  large  school  building  for  its  own 
organization,  it  needed  AACA’s  support  to  get  it. 
Once  it  had  the  building,  however,  it  sought  to 
ensure  that  AACA  played  the  role  of  the  obedient 
son  -  a  role  that  AACA  refused  by  questioning 
CCBA’s  operation  of  the  building  and  its  finances. 

Politicians  tend  to  gravitate  toward  CCBA 
largely  because  the  people  they  deal  with  in  the 
community  are  often  associated  with  it.  Mayor 
Menino,  for  example,  has  been  known  to  listen  to 
a  group  close  to  Frank  Chin  and  Paul  Chan,  who 
are  both  associated  with  the  organization.  Both, 
for  example,  helped  steer  oversight  of  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  the  controversial  Parcel  C  to  CCBA 
despite  that  organizations  checkered  past  with 
the  SCM  building  and  90  Tyler  St.  Bill  Chin,  who 
has  for  years  been  seeking  support  for  political 
candidates  within  the  Chinese  community,  was  an 
important  player  in  getting  the  city  to  sell  CCBA 
the  Old  Quincy  School  building  for  $1.  And  Boston 
City  Council  President  James  Kelly  is  always 
eager  to  please  CCBA  and  at  one  point  stopped  the 
City  Council  from  considering  an  AACA  request 
for  support  on  the  90  Tyler  St.  issue.

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AACA  Workers  Seek  Better  Conditions 


Teachers  and  counselors  provide  some  of  the 
most  important  community  services  in 
Chinatown,  but  their  concerns  are  largely 
invisible  and  have  seldom  been  taken  into  account 
dining  the  long  dispute  between  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  Association  (CCBA)  and 
the  Asian  American  Civic  Association  (AACA). 

AACA’s  teachers  and  counselors  work  for  low 
pay  at  jobs  they  have  chosen  largely  because  they 
believe  they  have  value  and  provide  an  important 
social  service.  They  do  not  work  at  these  jobs 
because  they  are  eager  to  get  rich:  Money  is  not 
their  primary  focus  in  life,  though  that  may  be 
hard  for  some  in  Chinatown  to  fathom. 

The  people  who  work  at  AACA  -  the  ESL  and 
skills-training  teachers,  the  counselors,  and  the 
people  who  work  at  this  newspaper  -  have  been 
caught  in  the  middle  of  a  conflict  that  if  anything 
has  made  it  more  difficult  to  provide  services  to 
the  immigrant  community. 

In  short,  many  teachers  and  counselors  at 
AACA  are  unhappy  with  both  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  Association  for  refusing 
to  maintain  the  property  it  so  eagerly  claimed  as 
its  own  in  court  and  with  the  AACA  administra¬ 
tion  and  board  for  its  failure  to  advocate  changes 
to  improve  working  conditions  at  the  agency. 

The  dissatisfaction  within  the  agency  is  deeply 
rooted  and  largely  the  result  of  working  conditions 
and  attitudes  that  make  many  workers  feel  their 
concerns  are  not  being  adequately  addressed  by 
either  organization.  Many  agency  workers  are 
also  concerned  that  they  will  be  laid  off  if  AACA  is 
evicted  and  cannot  find  a  new  site  to  move  to  in 
time  to  make  a  smooth  transition. 

For  many  AACA  workers,  conditions  in  the 
building  are  appalling.  The  building  is  not  kept 
clean  and  the  bathrooms  are  often  described  as 
filthy.  For  several  winters,  CCBA  refused  to  cor¬ 
rect  a  heating  problem  that  forced  people  in  the 
Multi-Service  Center  to  use  small  electric  heaters, 
which  often  led  to  blown  fuses  and  sometimes  the 
loss  of  computer  work.  Complaints  were  made  to 
CCBA  officials  but  nothing  was  done  to  improve 


the  situation  under  CCBA  presidents  Reggie 
Wong  and  Paul  Wong.  It  was  only  under  Wilson 
Lee  that  the  heating  problem  was  addressed  last 
winter. 

“Sanitary  conditions  are  horrible;  the  bathrooms 
are  often  filthy;  the  conditions  are  very  crowded,” 
said  Judy  Przybek,  a  teacher  at  the  agency.  ‘1  am 
looking  forward  to  moving  out  of  this  pit.  I  just 
worry  we  won’t  find  another  site  in  time  and  the 
agency  will  have  to  close  and  people  will  be  laid  off 
during  the  transition,”  she  said. 

“It  soimds  like  the  city  is  not  going  to  support 
us,”  she  added.  “They’re  satisfied  with  having 
CCBA  as  their  Chinatown  contact”  and  they  “don’t 
want  to  disturb  the  status  quo.” 

“We’ve  called  the  health  and  sanitation  board 
because  we  can’t  take  conditions  here,”  said  Lisa 
Garrone. 

Like  others  who  work  at  AACA,  she  believes 
that  CCBA  provides  few  services  of  substance  in 
the  community  that  can  compete  in  value  with  the 
language  and  skills-training  courses  provided  by 
AACA.  The  closest  CCBA  has  come  to  social  ser¬ 
vice  work  was  the  creation  of  the  National 
Chinese  Welfare  Council  imder  former  president 
Paul  Wong,  she  said.  While  an  office  was  created 
for  the  organization  and  its  name  put  on  the  door, 
the  office  turned  out  to  be  a  broom  closet. 

‘We  do  more  than  CCBA  could  ever  do,”  she 
said.  “  What  do  they  do?  They  do  nothing.” 

“When  you  think  of  the  services  this  agency  pro¬ 
vides  and  how  many  people  we  serve,  it’s  hard  to 
believe  the  city  would  let  us  go  under,”  she  added. 

‘It’s  dirty;  it’s  disgustingly  dirty.  I  do  my  best  to 
leave  the  building  to  use  the  bathrooms  at  New 
England  Medical  Center  because  it’s  so  disgust¬ 
ing.  ..The  ceiling  in  the  teachers  room  has  been 
leaking  for  years... It’s  cold  here  during  the  win¬ 
ter,”  she  said,  adding  that  her  teaching  materials 
have  also  been  destroyed  by  water  leaks. 

‘It’s  so  frustrating  because  nothing  changes, 
nothing  ever  changes  and  the  staff  feels  so  power¬ 
less  to  effect  any  change,”  she  continued. 

“I  think  the  condition  of  the  building  is  the  fault 


of  CCBA  because  it  didn’t  maintain  it,”  said  one 
worker  who  believes  AACA  is  also  at  fault  for  not 
addressing  the  problem.  “The  agency  hasn’t  done 
anything  strenuous  to  improve  the  working  condi¬ 
tions  of  the  staff... it’s  a  very  passive  stance  that 
allows  CCBA  to  get  away  with  a  lot.” 

Another  worker  also  expressed  dissatisfaction 
with  the  AACA  board  and  administration.  “The 
board  has  been  so  passive,”  said  the  staff  member. 
We’re  now  in  a  situation  where  after  years  of 
dealing  with  this  we  still  don’t  have  a  space. ..at 
the  last  minute  we’re  going  to  have  to  scramble  to 
find  a  place.” 

We  do  such  good  work  here,”  said  Garrone.  We 
have  people  who  are  very  committed  and  really 
care  about  the  community.  Most  of  our  teachers 
have  advanced  degrees  in  the  field  .  The  staff  has 
an  awful  lot  to  offer.” 

“We  feel...  like  we’re  not  respected,  said  one 
teacher,  who  is  upset  that  the  staff  members 
“have  to  work  in  conditions  like  these  without 
someone  going  to  bat  for  us.” 

The  Need  for  Renovations 

Lee,  meanwhile,  agrees  that  the  building  will 
need  to  be  renovated  if  AACA  moves  out  and  a 
new  tenant  moves  in.  “The  building  itself  is  really 
in  bad  shape,”  he  said.  “There’s  really  no  money  to 
fix  the  building.”  He  said  CCBA  is  now  trying  to 
raise  money  to  fix  the  roof. 

Wilson  Lee  notes  that  questions  were  recently 
raised  by  former  CCBA  President  Paul  Wong  and 
other  CCBA  board  members  about  the  original 
renovation  of  the  building  by  CCBA  in  the  early 
1980s.  They  questioned  whether  the  community 
got  its  money’s  worth  from  the  people  who  reno¬ 
vated  the  building  during  Bill  Chin’s  term  as  pres¬ 
ident.  We  are  investigating,”  said  Lee,  who  added 
that  renovation  work  will  be  difficult  to  investi¬ 
gate  because  CCBA  hasn’t  “any  construction  con¬ 
tracts  or  records  from  that  period.” 

“This  is  a  question  that  has  always  been  in  the 
back  of  the  minds  of  every  resident  of  this  com¬ 
munity,”  said  Lee.

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Diabetes  Common 
Among  Asians 

Program  Seeks  Early  Detection

Diabetes  affects  people  of  all  backgrounds,  but  is 
more  common  in  certain  ethnic  groups,  including 
Asians.  An  estimated  16  million  Americans  suffer 
from  adult  onset  (Type  2)  diabetes.  The  condition  is 
20  times  more  common  than  the  early-onset  (Type 
1)  variety,  but  only  half  of  the  affected  people  have 
been  diagnosed.  The  number  of  Americans  with  dia¬ 
betes  is  on  the  rise.  It  has  become  the  fourth  leading 
cause  of  death  in  the  US  and  kills  more  people  each 
year  than  either  breast  cancer  or  AIDS. 

There  is  no  cure  for  diabetes.  However,  the  good 
news  is  that  the  onset  of  high  blood  sugars  that  lead 
to  type  2  diabetes  may  be  preventable.  Blood  glu¬ 
cose  levels  can  be  brought  down  by  weight  loss, 
exercise,  and  sometimes  medication  and/or  insulin. 
Unfortunately,  by  the  time  most  people  with  dia¬ 
betes  are  diagnosed,  the  disease  has  progressed  to 
the  point  where  irreparable  damage  has  been  done. 
Therefore,  if  diagnosis  of  diabetes  can  be  made 
early,  serious  complications  can  be  avoided. 

Over  the  past  five  years,  South  Cove  Community 
Health  Center  in  Boston’s  Chinatown  has  been 
working  with  the  Joslin  Diabetes  Center  to  provide 
free  treatment  and  care  to  diabetic  patients  in  the 
community.  The  diabetes  clinic  at  South  Cove  has 
led  to  improved  health  outcomes  in  this  patient  pop¬ 
ulation.  Last  year,  South  Cove  embarked  on  another 
project  with  Joslin  to  study  ways  we  can  prevent 
type  2  diabetes.  The  Diabetes  Prevention  Program 
is  a  nationwide  research  study  and  is  looking  for 
participants  who  are  at  risk  of  developing  diabetes 
when  they  get  older. 

Although  you  may  not  have  diabetes  now,  people 
who  have  a  family  history  of  diabetes,  women  who 
had  diabetes  during  pregnancy  (gestational  dia¬ 
betes),  or  people  who  are  overweight  all  fall  into  the 
“at  risk  category”  and  should  be  screened  for  high 
blood  glucose  levels. 

The  prevalence  of  diabetes  in  Asian  Americans  is 
higher  than  that  in  the  European  American  popula¬ 
tion  and  has  been  documented  to  be  significantly 
higher  among  those  who  have  been  in  the  US  for 
more  than  20  years  or  who  were  born  here.  In  an 
effort  to  include  Asians  in  the  study,  we  are  screen¬ 
ing  Asian  Americans,  especially  those  who  have 
been  in  the  United  States  for  more  than  10  years  or 
who  were  born  here.  Since  most  cases  of  diabetes  in 
Asian  Americans  occur  after  the  age  of  30  and  in 
those  who  have  a  family  history  of  diabetes,  the 
screening  will  be  directed  to  this  population,  though 
not  to  the  exclusion  of  other  groups  and  populations. 

The  screening  procedure  is  very  simple:  It  merely 
requires  a  drop  of  blood  using  finger  pricking  proce¬ 
dures.  If  the  screening  results  suggest  a  level  of 
“impaired  glucose  tolerance”  (borderline  diabetes), 
the  participant  will  be  eligible  to  enter  the  study. 
They  could  be  asked  to  take  a  pill  or  follow  a  diet 
and  exercise  program.  Every  year  they  continue  in 
the  study,  they  will  be  reimbursed  for  their  time 
and  blood  tests  and  office  visits  will  be  free  of 
charge. 

Free  screening  is  now  being  conducted  at  the 
South  Cove  Community  Health  Center’s  Family  Life

Saving  Lives  Through  Bone  Marrow  Donations 

Chinatown  Drive  This  Weekend  to  Increase  Asian  Registry

The  white  blood  count  was  high,  but  what 
did  that  mean?  After  years  at  Harvard  and 
MIT,  the  young  Chinese  American  man  was 
equipped  with  a  Ph.D.  and  ready  to  begin  his 
career  with  a  post-doctoral  fellowship  at  the 
University  of  California  at  San  Francisco. 
Everything  had  been  going  well  and  he  was  so 
full  of  enthusiasm  for  living.  But  then  came 
the  diagnosis  of  chronic  myelogenous 
leukemia. 

Leukemia,  a  cancer  of  the  blood  system,  and 
other  blood  diseases  claim  the  fives  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  Asian/Pacific  Islander  adults  and  chil¬ 
dren  each  year.  Although  chemotherapy  may 
be  an  initial  treatment,  for  many,  bone  mar¬ 
row  transplantation  offers  the  only  possibility 
for  cure.  As  with  any  transplantation,  the  body 
will  reject  tissue  that  is  very  different  from 
itself.  The  success  of  a  transplant  depends  on 
the  closeness  of  the  match  between  the  donor 
and  recipient  as  well  as  treatments  that  make 
the  body  more  tolerant  of  “foreign”  tissue. 

Each  person  has  a  specific  combination  of 
marker  molecules  on  his  or  her  cells;  testing 
markers  (HLA  antigens)  on  white  blood  cells 
give  a  profile  for  each  person  which  can  be 
entered  on  a  computerized  database  and  com¬ 
pared  to  others  to  see  if  there  is  a  “match.” 

Knowing  that  the  biggest  likelihood  of  a 
match  lay  within  his  own  family,  the  young 
man  -  Alan  Kuo  -  anxiously  awaited  the 
results  of  their  blood  testing.  No  match.  He 
was  still  feeling  well,  so  the  need  was  not  criti¬ 
cal.  But  it  was  even  more  discouraging  when 
no  matches  were  found  on  the  National 
Marrow  Donor  Program  (NMDP)  registry. 

Because  the  antigen  profile  is  genetically 
determined,  the  chances  of  finding  a  match  for 
bone  marrow  transplantation  are  slim  among 
unrelated  individuals,  but  more  likely  among 
people  of  similar  ethnic  background.  Also,  the 
greater  the  number  of  potential  donors  on  the 
registry,  the  greater  the  chance  of  finding  a 
match.  For  an  Asian,  however,  the  chance  of 


finding  a  match  is  much  smaller  than  for  a 
Caucasian,  because  the  Asian  population  is 
poorly  represented  on  the  registry.  In  mid- 
1996,  Asian/Pacific  Islanders  comprised  about 
5  percent  of  the  registry  of  2.2  million  volun¬ 
teers. 

The  process  of  being  added  to  the  registry 
requires  only  two  tubes  of  blood.  If  there  was  a 
match,  further  testing  would  be  needed  before 
the  actual  donation,  which  is  performed  in  a 
hospital  and  may  involve  an  overnight  stay. 
The  marrow  removed  is  replaced  by  the 
donor’s  body  and  is  a  small  amount  that  will 
not  affect  the  donor’s  own  immune  function. 
Volunteer  donors  should  be  between  the  ages 
of  18  and  60  and  in  good  general  health. 

Becoming  part  of  the  NMDP  registry  is  a 
unique  form  of  community  service.  It  is  poten¬ 
tially  life-saving  and  the  initial  testing  needs 
to  be  done  only  once  in  order  to  be  placed  on 
the  registry  as  long  as  donor  contact  informa¬ 
tion  is  updated.  There  is  such  a  strong  need  of 
minority  donors  (such  as  Asians,  Pacific 
Islanders,  African  Americans,  Hispanics,  and 
American  Indians)  that  there  are  federal  funds 
to  cover  their  testing. 

Two  years  after  diagnosis,  the  young  man  ■ 
has  entered  “blast  crisis,”  which  means  his 
doctors  think  he  has  only  three  to  six  months 
to  five.  He  is  in  his  early  30s  and  wants  very 
much  to  continue  his  career,  his  relationships 
...  his  life.  Short  of  a  miracle,  his  only  hope  is 
that  more  Asians  will  volunteer  to  be  potential 
bone  marrow  donors  and  a  match  will  be  found 
...  in  time.

Nine  artists  working  with  contempo¬ 
rary  vocabularies  have  been  invit¬ 
ed  to  join  an  exhibition  at  the 
Chinese  Culture  Institute  at  276  Tremont 
St.  in  Boston.

Bonante, 
Boyajian,  Gordon,  Hoelscher,  Nimmer, 
and  Vu-Daniel  are  winners  of  the  Artists 
fellowship  sponsored  by  the  New  England 
Foundation  for  the  Art. 

The  exhibit  examines  the  visions  of  con¬ 
temporary  artists  of  the  East  and  West, 
and  the  vocabularies  and  techniques  of 
each.  Although  Vu-Daniel  is  from 
Vietnam,  Yu  and  Feng  are  from  China, 
and  Sand  T  is  from  Malaysia,  they  share 
certain  common  cultural  traditions  of 
Asia. 

Dedicated  to  fostering  an  understanding 
and  appreciation  of  cultural  differences, 
CCI’s  art  exhibitions  have  explored  cross 
cultural  influences  on  the  arts  and  the 
bearing  cultural  background  has  on  one’s 
art.  These  are  interesting  and  important 
subjects  to  investigate.  They  are  also  hold 
significant  educational  value  for  the  audi¬ 
ence. 

Some  Asian  viewers  with  little  experi¬ 
ence  in  contemporary  art  often  laugh  at  it, 
criticize  it,  even  hate  it.  They  think  these 
artists  have  neither  skills  nor  ideas  and 
are  trying  to  fool  the  viewer.  On  the  other 
hand,  some  Western  viewers  still  think  of 
Chinese  art  -  Asian  art,  for  that  matter  - 
as  only  ink-and-brush  painting.  But  Asian 
artists  have  been  exploring  different 
methods  for  a  long  time  and  with  stun¬ 
ning  results.  As  the  world  has  become 
increasingly  smaller,  East  and  West  have 
begun  to  influence  each  other  to  a  surpris¬ 
ing  extent.  The  art  world  communicates 
with  similar  language.  Now  the  artists, 
particularly  those  with  global  experi¬ 
ences,  have  to  struggle  to  keep  their  cul¬ 
tural  heritage.  Their  conscious  effort  to 
hold  on  to  the  artistic  legacy  of  their  fore¬ 
bears  sometimes  bears  unusual  fruit.  To 
juxtapose  the  Asian  and  non-Asian 
artists’  work  will  allow  the  audience  an 
opportunity  to  see  the  similarities  and  dif¬ 
ferences  of  the  two.

' Monkey  Bridge '  Joins  Past  and  Future

n  Monkey  Bridge,  promoted  as 
the  first  novel  by  a 
Vietnamese-American  about 
the  Vietnam  War  and  its  refugee 
aftermath  in  the 
United  States,  Lan 
Cao  has  written  a 
powerful  story 
about  the  ‘lumi¬ 
nous  motion  that 
binds  family 
together  for  eterni¬ 
ty.” 

Seventeen  year 
old  Mai  Nguyen 
fives  with  her 
mother  Thanh  in 
Little  Saigon,  a 
refugee  neighbor¬ 
hood  in  Falls 
Church,  Virginia. 

Mai  looks  forward 
to  her  first  year  in 
college,  but  also 
looks  back  to  the 
final  frantic 
months  before  the 
fall  of  Saigon  to 
the  communists  four  years  earlier. 
Thanh  put  Mai  on  a  plane  out  of 
Tan  Son  Nhut  Airport.  Then  she 
was  supposed  to  rendezvous  with 
Mai’s  beloved  grandfather  Baba 
Quan  for  the  last  airlift,  but  inex¬ 
plicably  he  never  appeared  and 
hasn’t  been  heard  from  since.  Mai 
believes  her  mother  knows  what 
really  happened  to  him,  but 
Thanh  evades  all  her  questions. 
When  not  watching  her  favorite 
TV  show,  The  Bionic  Woman, 
Thanh  sees  danger  for  her  daugh¬ 
ter  everywhere.  Not  from  busy 
intersections  or  criminals  but 
rather  from  “infinite  untouchable 
forces.  .  . hexes  and  curses,  destiny 
and  karma.” 

But  Mai  has  enough  trouble  try¬ 
ing  to  diagnose  the  “quick 
inscrutable  heartbeat”  of  America 
for  both  of  them.  They  fit  a  classic 
immigrant  pattern  that  turns  a 
family  upside  down,  as  the  child 
absorbs  the  new  language  and  cul¬ 
ture  quickly  and  the  parent  slowly 
or  not  at  all. 

Though  her  mother  was  a  genius 


at  shopping  the  outdoor  “sky  mar¬ 
kets”  of  Saigon,  she  is  lost  in  the 
huge  American  supermarkets.  In 
Vietnam,  Thanh  says,  “parents 
point,  children  sit.”  However,  in 
the  US,  “the  great  brand-new”  as 
she  calls  it,  “chil¬ 
dren  point,  par¬ 
ents  sit.”  Mai 
realizes  “the 
dreadful  truth... we 
were  going 
through  life  in 
reverse.” 

Mai  is  painfully 
suspended 
halfway  across  an 
invisible  monkey 
bridge  between 
East  Asia  and 
North  America.  In 
Vietnamese  vil¬ 
lages,  a  monkey 
bridge  is  a  fragile 
footbridge  above 
canals  and 
streams  made  of 
poles  roped  togeth¬ 
er  by  vines  and 
roots,  “a  thin, 
unsteady  shimmer  of  bamboo.” 
Mai’s  father,  who  died  during  the 
war,  fell  in  love  with  Thanh  when 
he  saw  her  for  the  first  time  cross¬ 
ing  a  monkey  bridge.  And  Baba 
Quan  miraculously  appeared  on  a 
monkey  bridge  in  a  heavy  fog  to 
save  an  American  patrol.  A 
farmer  who  also  tended  the  local 
abandoned  pagoda,  he  had  seen 
the  Vietcong  bury  a  grid  of  land 
mines  in  the  shape  of  the  Chinese 
ideogram  for  death.  From  memo¬ 
ry,  he  marked  out  a  trail  with  col¬ 
ored  pebbles  which  the  soldiers 
followed  to  safety.  The  next  day, 
they  dug  up  and  neutralized  the 
Toe  Poppers,  Bouncing  Betty’s  and 
infected  spears.  The  American 
Army  gave  Baba  Quan  a  special 
medal. 

But  Mai  feels  trapped  in  a  tan¬ 
gle  of  conflicts.  She  is  American 
as  well  as  Vietnamese,  invisible 
yet  conspicuous,  child  but  adult, 
tempted  by  the  entitlements  and 
possibilities  of  her  future  but  con¬ 
stantly  dragged  back  by  her  moth¬ 
er’s  insistence  on  family  duty  and 


karma.  Born  in  the  Year  of  the 
Water  Buffalo,  Mai  thinks:  “a  life 
of  inevitable  toil,  my  mother  had 
predicted  for  me.”  Yet,  according 
to  Western  astrology,  she  was 
bom  a  Leo,  “king  of  the  jungle,  not 
a  beast  of  burden.” 

One  day,  Mai  discovers  Thanh’s 
hidden  diary.  Filled  with  guilt, 
she  reads  it  and  experiences  the 
war  through  her  mother’s  words. 
At  first,  American  advisers,  “day 
ghosts,”  gave  the  villagers  useless 
gifts;  after  sundown,  the  Vietcong, 
“night  ghosts,”  came  with  forced 
study  sessions  and  demands  for 
rice.  Then,  the  advisers  were 
replaced  by  soldiers  and  the  war 
between  the  elephant  and  the 
fleas  commenced  in  earnest. 

Thanh  and  the  others  were  forced 
to  move  to  a  new  “village”  of 
barbed  wire  and  concrete,  as  Ba 
Xuyen,  their  old  village,  became  a 
free-fire  zone. 

When  Thanh  reahzes  Mai  has 
read  her  diary,  she  finally  relents 
and  tells  Mai  the  horrible  truth  of 
“the  karma  that  has  pursued  our 
family  like  a  hawk  chasing  its 
prey”  and  reveals  the  shocking 
secrets  of  Baba  Quan’s  true  identi¬ 
ty. 

Monkey  Bridge  is  written  in  a 
style  that  is  intellectually  accom¬ 
plished  yet  richly  evocative  of 
emotion.  We  feel  the  two  different 
levels  of  survivor’s  guilt  afflicting 
Mai  and  Thanh;  the  protective  yet 
prodding  love  of  mother  for  daugh¬ 
ter  and  the  certain  yet  uneasy  love 
of  daughter  for  mother;  the  tragic 
sorrow  of  wounds  that  will  never 
heal  and  the  tender  hope  for  a  bet¬ 
ter  tomorrow.  Like  Mai  Nguyen, 
Lan  Cao  left  Vietnam  in  her  early 
teens,  just  before  the  fall  of 
Saigon.  Now  a  professor  of  inter¬ 
national  law  at  Brooklyn  Law 
School,  she  is  also  the  co-author  of 
Everything  You  Need  to  Know 
About  Asian  Americans.  In 
Monkey  Bridge,  Cao  has  spun  a 
web  shimmering  brilliantly  with 
folk  legend,  family  history  and  a 
mother  and  daughter’s  mysterious 
fate.

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China  and  the  Environment 

PRC  Environmental  Chief  Visits  the  US

The  U.S. -China 

Business  Council  and 
the  Environmental 
Export  Council  (EEC) 
recently  hosted  a  luncheon 
for  Xie  Zhenhua,  the 
administrator  of  China’s 
National  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  (NEPA). 
More  than  80  people  from 
government,  industry,  and 
consulting  sectors  attended 
the  event,  which  was  char¬ 
acterized  by  candid,  some¬ 
times  ironic  remarks  about 
U.S. -China  trade  relations 
and  the  development  of  a 
Chinese  market  for  environ¬ 
mental  technologies. 

Ms.  Ann  Alonzo,  of  the 
Environmental 
Technologies  Exports  (ETE) 
division  of  the 
International  Trade 
Administration  (ITA),  intro¬ 
duced  some  of  her  col¬ 
leagues  in  the  Department 
of  Commerce  and  other 
government  offices,  and 
commended  their  efforts  in 
establishing  stronger  ties 
between  the  two  govern¬ 
ments.  Eric  Fredell,  also  of 
ETE,  provided  the  atten¬ 
dees  with  English-language 
versions  of  China’s  ‘Trans- 
Century  Green  Project  Plan 
(1996-2000),”  which  out¬ 
lines  the  action  plan  for 
pollution  prevention  in 
seven  of  China’s  major  river 
basins,  three  lakes,  and  16 
coastal  cities.  China’s  rapid 
development  in  recent  years 
has  resulted  in  some  of  the 
worst  ambient  pollution  lev¬ 
els  in  the  world,  and  many 
of  the  consultants  and 
industry  representative  in 
attendance  were  curious  to 
find  out  Xie’s  perspective 
on  how  aggressively  these 
environmental  problems 
will  be  tackled,  not  to  men¬ 
tion  what  role  the  U.S.  pub¬ 
lic  and  private  sectors 
might  play  in  finding  solu¬ 
tions. 

While  introducing  Xie, 
EEC  executive  director 
John  Mizroch  pointed  out 
that  U.S.  firms  have  tradi¬ 
tionally  been  working  in  an 
environment  where 
resources  were  cheap  and 
waste  disposal  was  easy. 
Only  in  the  last  few 
decades  have  Americans 
begun  to  deal  with  the  con¬ 


sequences  of  industrial 
inefficiency,  and  Mizroch 
urged  those  in  the  audience 
to  redouble  their  efforts  to 
develop  innovative,  clean 
technologies,  not  only  to 
remain  competitive  in  the 
international  market,  but 
also  for  the  benefit  of 
humankind. 

Speaking  through  an 
interpreter,  Xie  Zhenhua 
took  the  podium  and  spoke 
of  the  many  ups  and  downs 
in  U.S. -China  relations 
since  normalization  25 
years  ago.  But  he  said  that 
a  new  era  of  dialog  instead 
of  confrontation  had  creat¬ 
ed  great  potential  for  coop¬ 
eration,  and  that  long-term 
trade  relations  will  serve  as 
the  foundation  for  greater 
business  and  political  sta¬ 
bility. 

Xie  went  on  to  say:  ‘The 
U.S. -China  joint  venture  is 
not  being  fully  supported 
by  the  U.S.  Government. 
Many  other  countries  - 
Canada  and  Japan,  for 
example  -  are  talking  about 
how  to  go  to  China,  while 
the  US  is  still  discussing 
whether  or  not  to  go.  If  you 
wait  too  long,  you  will  lose 
out.” 

Xie  pointed  out  that 
European  leaders  often  visit 
China  with  delegations  of 
business  leaders,  talking  to 
Chinese  officials  not  only 
about  political  matters  but 
also  about  business  oppor¬ 
tunities.  In  addition,  both 
Europe  and  Japan  extend 
foreign  direct  assistance  to 
China  and  take  part  in  joint 
research,  planning,  and 
survey  projects  in  fields 
such  as  water  pollution 
control,  and  these  naturally 
become  a  basis  for  busi¬ 
ness  opportunities  in  their 
environmental  technologies 
sectors.  By  comparison, 

U.S.  companies  lack  a  uni¬ 
fied  front;  they  come  into 
China’s  market  individual¬ 
ly,  “each  of  them  riding 
their  own  horse.” 

Within  China,  Mr.  Xie 
acknowledged  that  despite 
having  a  wide  range  of  envi¬ 
ronmental  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations,  enforcement 
remains  a  problem. 
Therefore,  his  current  and 
future  plan  is  to  switch 
from  educating  people  - 


“you  should  do  this”  -  to 
strict  enforcement  -  “you 
must  do  this.”  In  keeping 
with  this  policy,  Xie  cited 
1,562  factories  in  river 
basins  which  are  due  to  be 
closed  in  1996  if  they  fail  to 
comply  with  environmental 
standards.  By  enforcing 
existing  environmental 
laws,  industry  owners  will 
realize  that  their  future 
profits  rely  on  emissions 
control  today,  and  therefore 
they  have  incentive  to 
improve. 

According  to  Xie,  long¬ 
term  investments  in  envi¬ 
ronmental  programs  in 
China  between  1996  and 
the  year  2000  will  amount 
to  450  billion  yuan  (US  $54 
billion).  Of  this  180  billion 
yuan  (US  $21  billion)  will 
be  invested  in  priority  pro¬ 
jects  in  three  major  river 
basins  and  at  three  major 
lakes.  Details  of  these 
projects  are  due  to  be  pub¬ 
lished  in  November  1997. 

When  asked  about 
Chinese  perceptions  of  US 
clean  technology,  Xie  said: 
‘The  US  is  the  biggest 
developed  country  and 
China  is  the  biggest  devel¬ 
oping  country.  China  has 
many  environmental  prob¬ 
lems,  while  the  US  has 
many  first-class  technolo¬ 
gies  available.  Naturally  we 
welcome  any  and  all  US 
firms  to  introduce  and 
demonstrate  solutions.  Our 
door  is  open.  And  we  aren’t 
worried  about  you  making 
money,  either.” 

Xie  highlighted  the  follow¬ 
ing  technologies  as  US 
strengths:  energy  systems, 
clean  coal  burners,  acid 
rain  and  desulphurization 
systems,  auto  emissions 
control  and  monitoring, 
wastewater  technology, 
hazardous  waste  disposal, 
and  consulting  for  environ¬ 
mental  management.  Asked 
if  China  had  changed  its 
previous  disinterest  in  con¬ 
sulting  services,  Xie  said 
that  installing  equipment 
was  only  a  solution  for  one 
immediate  problem,  but 
that  technology  transfer 
and  management  experi¬ 
ence  can  increase  the  over¬ 
all  capacity  for  solving  envi¬ 
ronmental  problems.

China  and  Tibet 

An  Issue  That  Needs  to  be  Resolved

Among  the  overseas  Chinese,  the  Tibet  issue  gets 
little  if  any  attention.  There  is  of  course  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  misinformation  from  the  Chinese  govern¬ 
ment.  Thus,  the  condition  of  the  fives  of  six  million 
Tibetans  is  almost  a  taboo,  because  the  issue  is  primari¬ 
ly  framed  in  terms  of  whether  or  not  Tibet  should  gain 
independence  from  China.  But  there  seems  to  be  more 
to  it  than  just  political  discourse.  The  Tibetan  issue  has 
a  human  and  a  cultural  side  that  is  recognized  at  the 
bottom  of  the  Chinese  soul,  though  it  is  often  suppressed 
in  the  subconscious.  Many  of  my  Tibetan  friends  express 
doubt  as  to  whether  Chinese  people  are  willing  to  or  are 
capable  of  understanding  the  sufferings  of  the  Tibetan 
people.  I  think  the  answer  is,  on  the  contrary,  that 
Chinese  people  are  quite  willing  and  capable. 

The  fact  is,  the  Chinese  people  have  suffered  a  lot 
from  Western  colonial  pohcies  under  which  foreign 
intrusions  devastated  their  culture  and  their  communi¬ 
ties.  The  imperial  phenomenon  is  ah  too  familiar  to 
them.  They  certainly  under  stand  what  racial  discrimi¬ 
nation  means.  At  the  gate  of  Waitan,  the  most  popular 
park  in  Shanghai,  in  the  1930s  and  1940  there  used  to 
hang  a  sign  saying  “No  Chinese  or  dogs  allowed.”  The 
Chinese  protested  against  such  racial  discrimination  on 
their  own  soil,  but  the  park’s  rule  remained  intact 
because  it  was  on  land  leased  to  the  British 
What  about  foreign  military  occupation?  The  Chinese 
lost  about  20  million  fives  under  the  Japanese  occupa¬ 
tion  before  and  during  the  Second  World  War.  These 
memories  are  still  fresh  in  the  minds  of  the  elderly 
Chinese  population  and  have  not  been  forgotten  by  the 
younger  generation.  Because  of  such  memories,  the 
Chinese  people  recently  hailed  the  end  of  the  Colonial 
era  by  overwhehningly  supporting  Hong  Kong’s  return 
to  China. 

The  question  is,  Are  the  Chinese  willing  to  inflict  the 
same  injustice  which  they  have  suffered  in  their  own 
history  on  the  Tibetan  people?  Historically,  there  have 
been  cases  when  the  oppressed  are  hberated  only  to 
become  expansionist  once  they  are  strong.  The  Dalai 
Lama  himself  pointed  out  that  evil  always  leads  to  more 
evil  and  more  suffering,  and  only  true  human  compas¬ 
sion  can  stop  that  vicious  cycle.  Indeed,  for  many 
Chinese,  the  lesson  from  their  historical  experience 
teaches  that  nothing  matters  but  raw  power  and  domi¬ 
nation. 

Thus,  aside  from  the  misinformation  by  the  rulers  in 
Beijing,  the  Tibetan  issue  is  a  conflict  within  the  soul  of 
the  Chinese  nation.  It  is  about  who  the  Chinese  are  and 
what  they  are.  It  may  be  a  touchstone  of  whether  China 
can  transcend  its  past  on  the  road  to  a  glorious  future. 
And  the  result  depends  on  which  way  the  Chinese  con¬ 
sciousness  will  turn.  Will  the  Chinese  soul  be  stranded 
in  the  mentahty  of  the  colonial  era  where  “might  makes 
right”  or  will  it  be  able  to  transcend  that  era  and  display 
its  tender  side  of  compassion  and  understanding,  quali¬ 
ties  which  trace  back  to  the  teaching  of  Confucius: 

“Never  impose  on  another  that  which  you  do  not  want 
for  yourself.” 

Frankly,  I  do  not  know  which  side  will  win  in  this  bat¬ 
tle.  But  the  final  result  will  determine  to  a  large  extent 
the  identity  of  China  as  a  nation.  The  Tibet  issue  cur¬ 
rently  is  very  much  suppressed  and  rarely  debated,  even 
in  the  overseas  Chinese  community.  Perhaps  the  issue 
is  too  disturbing  and  troubling  to  the  Chinese  soul,  or 
perhaps  there  is  a  suppressed  sense  of  guilt  for  having 
caused  the  Tibetan  people  to  suffer  that  is  not  ready  to 
face  sunlight  But  whatever  the  reasons  are,  there  is  no 
excuse  for  further  avoidance  of  the  issue.  And  however 
painful  or  difficult  it  may  be,  the  road  has  to  be  traveled 
to  achieve  the  reconciliation  with  the  Tibetan  people.  In 
history,  the  Chinese  and  Tibetan  peoples  hved  peaceful¬ 
ly  side  by  side,  and  with  intense  cultural  exchanges  to 
their  mutual  benefit.  Will  that  day  dawn  again  in  the 
future?  I  hope  so.

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Four  Family  Associations  Meet  in  Boston 


Boston  Chinatown  is  the  destination  of 

choice  for  four  Chinese  family  associations 
holding  national  conventions  this  summer. 
The  convention  summer  began  with  the  Ng 
Family  Association  national  convention  at  the 
Lafayette  Hotel  July  27-29.  The  Yee  Family 
Association  will  hold  its  National  Convention 
Aug.  17-19  at  the  Radisson  Hotel, 
while  the  Wang  Family  Association  will 
hold  its  convention  Aug.  22  at  the 
Lafayette  Hotel.  The  Gee  How  Oak  Tin 
Association  will  hold  its  national  con¬ 
vention  Sept.  2  in  Boston.  And  next 
summer  the  Lee  Family  Association 
will  hold  its  national  convention  in 
Boston. 

“People  want  to  come  to  Boston,”  said 
Wilson  Lee,  current  president  of  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent 
Association.  In  the  past,  said  Lee, 

Boston  wasn’t  a  city  of  choice  for  con¬ 
vention  planners.  But  that  has  appar¬ 
ently  changed. 

‘T  think  Boston  Chinatown  is  becom¬ 
ing  a  more  attractive  place,”  said  Lee, 
who  believes  the  conventions  are  cer¬ 
tain  to  provide  an  added  boost  to  the 
Chinatown  economy,  particularly  the 
restaurants  that  will  be  hosting  ban¬ 
quets  and  dinners. 

‘It’s  also  a  good  opportunity  for  us  in 
Chinatown  to  put  our  best  foot  for¬ 
ward,”  he  said. 

Lee  said  “there’s  a  core  of  people  that  always 
attend  these  conventions,”  which  are  part  social 
event  and  part  business  meeting.  And  while  con¬ 
ventions  offer  members  the  chance  to  meet 
friends  from  aroimd  the  country  every  three  or 
four  years,  they  also  serve  as  occasions  to  take 
care  of  important  association  business,  including 
the  election  of  new  national  officers  and  the  reso¬ 
lution  of  disputes  that  may  have  developed  on 


the  local  level.  The  elections  are  often  of  particu¬ 
lar  interest  to  visiting  delegates.  “There’s  a  lot  of 
skullduggery  there,”  said  Ralph  Yee,  former 
local  president  of  the  Yee  Family  Association. 
“Each  one’s  trying  to  beat  the  other  one  out.  You 
know  how  politics  is.” 

In  addition  to  Yees  meeting  Yees  and  Wongs 


meeting  Wongs,  the  visiting  delegates  invite  the 
officers  of  other  local  associations  to  attend  their 
banquets.  The  delegates  are  in  turn  treated  to 
lunch  or  dinner  by  the  officials  pf  other  associa¬ 
tions.  While  Lee  said  “there’s  always  a  little 
rivalry”  between  the  various  family  associations, 
emphasis  is  also  placed  on  showing  respect  for 
other  groups  through  gestures  of  good  will  such 
as  the  extending  of  dinner  invitations 


Perhaps  the  most  controversial  convention  this 
summer  will  be  the  Gee  How  Oak  Tin 
Association  gathering  in  September.  This  year 
the  Boston  chapter  of  the  association  has  been 
embroiled  in  a  factional  dispute  over  control  of 
local  property  and  whether  women  should  be 
allowed  to  vote  in  local  elections.  Several  months 
ago,  a  faction  led  by  Frank  and  Billy 
Chin,  Roman  Chan,  and  Kwong  Hon 
Chan  attempted  unsuccessfully  to 
force  newly  elected  president  Hin  Lee 
Chan  from  office. 

Rosemary  Yee,  English  secretary 
and  treasurer  of  the  local  Yee 
Association,  said  the  Yee  convention 
will  start  with  speeches  by  officers  at 
Sunday’s  opening  ceremony,  followed 
by  a  banquet  at  the  China  Pearl 
Restaurant  and  meetings  Monday 
and  Tuesday  to  handle  Association 
business.  New  officers  for  the  East 
and  West  Coasts  will  be  elected  on 
Tuesday. 

The  family  associations  were  orig¬ 
inally  created  to  give  Chinese 
sojourners  in  the  US  a  sense  of  fami¬ 
ly  when  their  own  were  on  the  other 
side  of  the  world.  Although  the  family 
associations  have  changed  signifi¬ 
cantly  since  immigration  laws  were 
revamped  to  allow  entire  families  to 
immigrate  to  the  US,  they  continue  to 
provide  services  in  local  Chinese  com¬ 
munities,  especially  to  retired  elders  who  often 
spend  the  day  at  association  centers  in 
Chinatown. 

Yee,  however,  suggests  that  the  associations 
have  recently  begun  to  attract  more  younger  peo¬ 
ple.  “I  have  seen  the  younger  generation  coming 
out  over  the  last  couple  of  years,”  she  said, 
adding  that  the  older  generation  seems  to  be 
more  open  to  new  ideas  now  .  -R.O.

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Council  Approves  Tufts  Research  Building 


The  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council  last  week  voted  to  support  Tufts 
University’s  planned  Biomedical  Research  and  Nutrition  Complex. 
The  vote  was  14  in  favor  and  none  opposed.  Council  members  Wilson 
Lee,  Winnie  Leung,  and  Ken  Chan  abstained. 

Although  the  Neighborhood  Council  had  approved  Tufts  University’s  20- 
year  Master  Plan  several  years  ago,  it  hadn’t  until  this  month  passed  judg¬ 
ment  on  the  Research  Building,  which  is  Phase  I  of  the  20-year  plan  Tufts 
also  has  plans  to  construct  another  new  Medical  School  building  on  an 
adjacent  section  of  the  Harrison  Avenue  parking  lot,  renovate  its  M&B 
building  on  Harrison  Avenue,  and  perhaps  build  another  new  building  on 
the  present  site  of  the  South  Cove  YMCA  on  Tyler  Street. 

The  planned  research  building  will  have  nine  stories  along  Harrison 
Avenue  and  five  stories  along  Tyler  Street.  In  an  effort  to  address  commu¬ 
nity  concerns  about  the  design  of  the  building,  Tufts  officials  last  week 
agreed  to  reduce  a  bridge  connecting  the  Research  building  and  the  adja¬ 
cent  M&B  building  from  four  levels  to  three.  The  original  design  had  called 
for  a  five  story  bridge  over  Harvard  Street. 

A  number  of  resident  expressed  concern  about  the  size  of  the  building 
and  the  impact  it  would  have  on  the  nearby  buildings.  One  local  resident 
questioned  how  the  size  of  the  building  would  give  the  neighborhood  a 
closed-in  feeling  and  suggested  that  more  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
concerns  of  people  who  five  in  the  neighborhood  if  similar  projects  are 
developed  in  the  future. 

Council  approval  means  that  the  University  will  move  forward  with  plans

to  construct  a  $2.2  million  South  Cove  YMCA  shell  on  Tyler  Street  as  the 
major  community  benefit  associated  with  the  20-year  Master  Plan.  Other 
benefits  include  housing  and  jobs  linkage  money  and  earmarking  193  and 
203  Harrison  Avenue  for  community  housing. 

Speaking  in  support  of  the  Tufts  research  Building  at  last  week’s  Council 
meeting  was  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority’s  new  director  Thomas 
O’Brian.  O’Brian,  who  was  making  his  first  official  appearance  in 
Chinatown,  emphasized  that  the  Tufts  building  went  through  a  lengthy 
design  process  and  that  efforts  had  been  made  to  address  community  con¬ 
cerns.  He  said  the  new  building  adheres  to  zoning  guidelines  for  that  sec¬ 
tion  of  Chinatown  O’Brian  also  offered  to  attend  next  month’s 
Neighborhood  Council  meeting  to  discuss  several  new  development  being 
proposed  for  the  Chinatown  area. 

Although  they  voted  in  favor  of  the  Tufts  project,  several  Council  mem¬ 
bers  criticized  shortcomings  in  the  development  process.  Paul  Lee  suggest¬ 
ed  that  communication  between  the  University  and  the  neighborhood  could 
be  improved.  “I  believe  the  community  outreach  could  be  better,”  he  said. 
And  Mary  Soo  Hoo  said  residents  remained  concerned  about  the  building’s 
height,  and  scolded  University  officials  for  not  adequately  explaining  how 
the  maximum  height  of  a  building  is  determined.  Council  members  did  not 
know  that  the  mechanicals  at  the  top  of  a  building  are  not  included  when 
determing  its  maximum  height.
